4.— H. A. 
W heeler, an en gin eer in charge of 
th e Point Pleasant, Mo., levee, TU 
m iles down the Mississippi river, tel­ 
egraphed tonight to th e Cairo w eath­ 
er office that the em bankm ent there 
had gone out. 
If this is the rase a 
valley s o miles w ide by more than 
IOO long will lie flooded and the sit­ 
uation here m aterially relieved. The 
current in 
the O h io 
is greatly in­ 
creased. 


CAIRO, ILL.. 
A PR IL 4.— Con- 
ditionn throughout 
the Ohio river 
basin, weather and otherw ise, as re­ 
ported to the weather bureau tonight 
m ade it appear to the people 
here 
that the question as to whether the 
flood waters at this point are to be 
held within bounds will be 
decided 
within twenty-four hours. 
Certain 
of these conditions did not savor of 
encouragem ent for Cairo. 
With the 
crest of the flood only a short dis­ 
tance upstream rain was reported as 
universal in the territory drained by 
the Ohio and i f s tributaries. Only 
o n e Important river, the Wabash wait 
reported failing. Both the Cumber­ 
land and the T enn essee were said to 
be rising. 
In addition the Mississippi which 
has been at low sta g e is rising be­ 
tw een Cairo and St. Louis. 
This 
f ic t is looked upon as possibly the 
m ost 
serious of all because 
the 
Ohio needs a free outlet to prevent 
backing-up of waters on the levees 
here. 
Tonig h t the riv er 
g au g e 
stood 
m idw ay between 54.7 au d 54.8, or 
5-20 of a foot from th e top. 
Strong Northwest Wind. 
A strong wind sprung up from the 
northw est and it was th e prediction 
th at It would continue. 
The river

which washed h a r d a g a in s t the re­ 
inforcem ent work on the top of the 
le v ee wall. 
Sum ming up all th e s e conditions 
it was the general opinion that if 
tomorrow can be w e a th e r e d without 
disastrous result th e b a t tle will be 
won.

The r e p o r t showed 
that 
142i persons suffering from hunger, 
exposure 
and in s o m e 
instances 
sickness, had been 
rescued 
from 
points in Kentucky 
and 
Missouri. 
T w o women, three babies and two 
m en were suffering fro m pneum onia 
or typhoid. 
Most of t h e m had not 
had food for two or m o r e days. The 
r es e rv e s had 
not 
t a k e n sufficient 
food to last them for so long a trip 
and for their own use killed chi'li­ 
e n s which they picked 
up in toe 
flooded 
territory.
